The possibility of establishing the duties of the Town Hall Custodian, dis- 
cussed. To be considered at a later date. 
8:00 P.M. Then appeared Richard Daly of the Worcester Telegram and Gazette. 


Chief Mattioli requested that a "cabinet" be obtained in order to keep guns, 
etc., in same, and atso stated that he wants to know at all times where said 
guns, etc., are. 


Chief Mattioli than reported. that Officer Fred L. Baker, Jr., would be 
attending F.B. I. School this week, that Officer Henry Pietrasiak will be 
attending Northeastern University in September for a week or ten days. 


8:08 P.M. Then appeared Hjghway Superintendent, Leo J. Pessini. 


Chief Mattioli 1eported that the traffic on Framingham Road is steasily in- 
creasing. He also suggested that the Board request the Commonwealth to paint 
white lines on various Roads in the Town, that if said request is not forth- 
coming, the State will not come "through the Town any more." 


Mr. Pessini stated "I have got to wait until oiling (of roads) has been done" 


| Safety measures concerning certain narrow roads over which school buses run,

| considered--brought out was the fact that said road is being considered 


discussed. Chestnut Hill Road, in particular, discussed. Northboro Road

cussed. Chief Mattioli then reported that he talked with Ellis Motors re- 
lative to new cruiser, that he (Police Chief) was told by Ellis Motors, who 
had talked with Detroit telling them (men at Detroit) they had until June 
22nd. to make delivery of same. ; 


Highway Superintendent reported that “down at Aldriches, I have got to put 
in a catch basin, going into main trunk line", that if there is enough 
money left in "81" funds, this work can be done, stated Mr. Pessini. Various 
other Roads in Town discussed. 


Mr. Pessini then reported that garbage is being dumped in the dump, that 
residents are also not dumping refuse properly... 


VOTED: that Board of Health be notified that garbage is being dumped at 
the Town Dump, also that garbage in some places in the Town, is not 
being collected by the Collector of same. 


Police to check more often, the Town Dump. 


Mr. Pessini reported that "as of the first of July, all trucks have to have 
lights in front, small lights on both sides and on rear". 


Then the Board discussed the Fee of $25.00 as paid by Kerros Campbell in. 
September, 1960, concerning his request for a Zoning Permit. (This partic- 
ular Zoning Permit was not granted). : :

—Nest, Chairman St. Maurice stated that he wished to read aloud th the 
Board his opinions in regards to the Salmon-Binder situation and that he 
wished said opinions to be recorded in the Minutes of this Meeting, said 
opinions being as follows:- , | 


| The Board of Selectmen must render its decision to the alleged . 
charges by the complainants, Mr. & Mrs. William G. Binder, Hillside Avenue, 
Southboro, who contends that Mr. William G. Binder, Jr., owner of a Business 
and Real Estate on East Main Street, Southboro, is in violation of the 
Zoning By-Laws. 


From the testimonies presented at the Meeting called on May 22, 

1961, by the Board of Selectmen with the parties involved and interested 
persons concerned, and from the records and correspondence on file access-~ 

ible to the Board of Selectmen the summation of the evidences and facts © 
in this case now before the Board of Selectmen for a decision, due consi- 
deration must be given to the purpose and intent of the Zoning By-Laws. In 
accordunce with and subject to the Zoning By-Laws, reasonable opinions are 
necessary and advisable to prevent permitted use of land and structures | 
substantially derogating from the purpose of the Zoning By-Laws and Town 
By-Laws in general. | 


(1) Is the property owned by Mr. William G. Binder, Jr. ON East 
Main Street, which does not have the required frontage on East’ 
Main Street but does have the required frontage on Hillside i. 
Avenue? | . 


In my opinion to grant Zoning Permits the use of East Main 
jtreet As pn viglation of the Zoning By-Laws. Page 12 of the 
oning by-Laws section vy] Table of regulations: Residence C

Minimum Lot frontage 100 feet. 


‘(2) Does the lot formerly owned by Mr. William G. Salmon and now owned by 
Mr. William G. Binder, Jr., and the adjacent abutting lot formerly 
owned by Mr. Charles H. O'Malley, and now owned by Mr. William G. Bin- 

ae ddr, Jr., constitute two separate and distinct lots? 


Since Mr. William G. Binder, Jr., has moved out of the dwelling he 

owns on the lot formerlyowned by the Salmon's and now resides in the 

dwelling he owns on the lot formerly owned by the O'Malley's and also 

has transferred his business office to a newly built and furnished of- 

fice in the basement of his present home from which he now canducts 
_his business. 


In my opinion a violation of the Zoning By-Laws exists. Page four of 
the Zoning By-Laws, Section IV USE REGULATIONS: No structure or land 
shall hereafter be used or occupied and no structure shall hereafter be 
erected, maintained or altered unless in conformity with the regulations 
for the district in which it is located except as hereinafter provided. 
Again under Section IV, Item I, Paragraph (h) in Residénce C the 
following uses are permitted: . Office or studio maintained by a person 
resident on the premises provided that no more than two persons not re- 
ularly resident onthe premises are employed at any one time. Also on 
page 10 of the Zoning By-Laws Section VIII ADMINISTRATION: Item I 
ENFORCEMENT: this By=Law shall be enforced by the Board of Selectmen 
as provided in Section 12 of Chapter 40A of the General Laws. JHence- 
forth no land or structure shall be changed in use and no structure 
Shall be wected, altered, or moved until the Board of Selectmen shall 
have issued a Zoning Permit certifying that the plans and intended use 
of land, buildings and structures are inconformity with this By-Law. 


) (3) The occupancy of the dwelling formerly the domicile of Mr. William G.

In my opinion this constitutes two separate and distinct ownerships 
of dissimilar businesses on the same lot and in my opinion is in vio- 
lation of the Zoning By-Laws. Page 4 of the Zoning By-Laws, Section IV 
USE REGULATIONS: no structure or-land shall hereafter be used or 
occupied gnd no structure shall hereafter be erected,- maintained or 
altered unless in conformity with the regulations for: the. district in 
which it is located except as hereafter provided. Item I. in residence 
C the following uses are permitted.

In my opinion changing a nonconforming use of land to the storaging on 
residential premises of incidental equipment, materials and stock-piling 
of supplies in connection with a more general business involves a use 
different in character and purpose from the original set-up and use of 
the premises at the time of the adoption of the Zoning By-Laws.

Mr. William G. Binder, Jr., as of this day, has never applied or 
appeared before the Board of Appeals for a trailer permit. 


In my opinion this is in violation of the Zoning By-Laws. Page 5 
of the Zoning By-Laws, Section IV, Item 2, in Residence C District 
the following uses are permitted if determined by the Board of 
Appeals to be neither detrimental nor offensive to the neighborhood. 
Paragraph (h), Automotive: Type Trailer used as living or Business 
quarters in excess of thirty (S50) days. |

In ny opinion this is in violation of the Zoning By-Laws. On Page 
5 of the Zoning By-Laws Section IV USE REGUALTIONS, Item 2, Para- 
graph (f), and also Section VII NON CONFORMING USES Item 2, . ..

On February 8, 1961 the Board of Selectmen in qa letter to Mr. 
William G. Binder, Jr., states that alterations were being made in 
his present home and had not secured a permit. The Board of Select- 
men informed Mr. William G. Binder, Jr., a permit is required and 
should apply for one immediately. 


As to this date no application has been submitted to the Board of 
Selectmen. . 


In my opinion this is in violation of the Zoning By-Laws and the 
Building Codes Regulation.

(8) The installation of a gasoline dispensing pump and storage gaso- 
line tank on the property of Mr. William G. Binder, Jr., has 
been for sometime and is presently used in connection with his 
business without a permit 


In my opinion this is in violation of the State and Town. Laws. 


(9) From the time of the adoption of the Zoning By-Laws of the Town 
of Southboro the changing of a makeshift set of arrangements 
for the parking and the base of business operations of a given 
number of commercial vehicles to a more elaborate fixed faci- 
lities and expanded use of land area for storage of additional 
equipment in connection with more complicated vehicles is con- 
sidered to be a change in and enlargement of the business pro- 
perty making it defferent in its effect upon the neighborhood 
zoned for Residential Use. 


In my opinion Mr. William G. Binder, oe owner of a contracting 
‘business and two parcels of real estate property abutting each 
other on Hillside Avenue, Southboro, has failed in numerous 
cases to conform with the Regulation of the Zoning By-Laws of 
the Town. There is no excuse for gross negligence of Town By- 
Laws. I feelcertain Mr. William G. Binder, Jr., is conscious-— 
ly aware that the townspeople at Town Meetings voting into law 
the Zoning By-Laws and additional laws and regulations. It is 

duty and responsibility of the Town Officials to be cognizant of the 

. intent and purpose of the Zoning By-Laws and in accordance with 
and subject to the Zoning By-Laws enforce its regulations and 
give reasmable opinions to prevent permitted use of land and 
structures eee perogati ne from the DE Dee of the 
Zoning By=Laws, | a 


In my opinion Mr. & Mrs. William G. Binder, ‘Sr. are to take 
immediate actions in such procedures that will justify reason- 
able compliance to the intent and purpose of the 4oning By-Laws 
of the Town of Southboro. 


I suggest that Mr. & Mrs. William G. Binder, Jr., appear before 
the Board of Selectmen in the near future to report and discuss 
the entire matter of adjusting the problems.

Mr. Howes then told the Board that before any decision could be made, all 
matters should be delved into very carefully, Mr. Howes told the Board that 
"you can't tell anyone he can't use a Right-of-Way". Various other matters 


and phases of t:is case, Mr. Howes discussed with the Board, viz: Payroll - 


records of Mr. Binder's, records as kept by the Board of Assessors, relative 


to registrations of trucks, etc., when Mr. Binder first used the Salmon 
property, what equipment used, these and other matters, according to Mr. 
Howes, have to be determined. Mr. Howes continued that it is quite app- 
arent they are "going to do something about it" (meaning violation), that 
if this is so you (Board) willwant to show their lawyer all the facts, 
that after seeing same, their lawyer may well feel he could not possibly 
win the case and would drop same, that if the Board does not consider all> 
these things, "you will have a lawsuit", and proper preparation will not 
have been made. It was agreed by both Board members to give a decision. on 
this case at the next Board meeting &June 21, 1961(. | :

7:45 P.M. Then appeared Chief of Police, Francis J. Mattioli, handing in 
his monthly report from June lst. through June 350, 1961. (The Chief report- 
ed verbally, as well as in writing, that the Mar lhoro Police Department, 

for the month of June, 1961, received four hundred (400) calls for Southboro) 
Police report accepted. The Chief also handed in his monthly work schedule, 
for the month of July 1961.

Chairman St. Maurice told all present that he was turning this meeting over 
‘to Mr. Howes. 7 


Mr. Howes stated, "first I heard about this" (meaning conducting this 
meeting). 


Mr. Howes told all present about certain facts as found by him and which he 
stated in writing in his "Memorandum" ° 


Mr. Howes explained that this meeting was to give the parties concerned 

a chance to present further facts to the Selectmen in order to help them 

make a decision in reference to the alleged violation of the Town's Zoning 
By-Laws by the Binders, as claimed by Mr. & Mrs. Salmon. Mr. Howes review- 
ed with all persons present, the meeting held on May 22, 1961, concerning jp 
said alleged violation, and also told all present of his findings as stated 
in his "Memorandum" to the Board. 


Attorney, Kuson J. Haddad told all present that he was representing Mr. & 
Mrs. William G. Salmon in this matter as well as representing others in the 
neighborhood of East Main Street and Hillside Avenue. 


He stated that since it is believed that the Zoning By-Laws went into 
effect in March 7, 1955, he (Binder) is in violation, that said possession 
was taken after "Zoning By-Laws took effest". Mr. Haddad further. stated as 
brought out by Mr. John Hill at the meeting of May 22, 1961, that in 1954 
the land in question was all woods. It.was brought out that, prior to 
October 6, 1955, there was no electricity used. on this piece of land, that 
a "meter" had been connected on aforementioned said. October 6, 1955. 
Attorney Haddad continued that testimony was brought out that there was no 
buidlings on the Binder property prior to the "passing of the Zoning By- 
Laws.Mr. Haddad mentioned the lack of information which could be obtained 
from the Assessor's records concerning personal property of Mr. Binder. He 
brought out that no permit had been granted said Binder until 1956, for 
construction. He brought out tlhe use of gas pumps which is violation of the 
"regulations of the Town of Southboro". (The above mentioned as brought 
out by Mr. Haddad, was the result of his interpretation of part of the 
"Memorandum" as sent Mr. Salmon, concerning facts as found by Mr.. Howes). 


Mr. Howes explained to Mr. Haddad that he prepared the "Memorandum" at the 
request of the Selectmen concerning the facts as. he saw them, fromthe notes 
he had, that it is up to the Selectmen to determine whether or not there 
was a non-conforming use before 1955, March 7th. Mr. Howes reminded Mr. 
Haddad that the Board of Selectmen has to decide the question as to what 
the difference is between the use of the land in 1955 and,its use today. 


Mr. Haddad contended that he was very doubtful that any business could be 
done on the property in question, in the winter of 1955. Mr. Haddad also 
stated that he doubted very much if anybody could use the land, that he 
doubted anyone would allow another to use his land without receiving bene- 
fit from it, that if this area was a wooded area business could not be ope. 
erated out of it. 


Mr. Francis Lapine asked, "Hasn't the Board of Selectmen access to all the 
facts--enforcement shall be made by the Board of Selectmen--burden of proof 
falls on the Board of Selectmen--Board of Selectmen has access to all the 
facts?" 7 


Mr. Howes told all present that this mecting was an attempt to bring out 
all the facts available out, and to correct any mistatements which might 
have been made. 


Mr. Lapine asked, "have the Board of Selectmen any facts?" | 


Mr. Howes: "For instance, some of the equipment that Mr. Binder has 
would be listed as personal property--the Board of AsseSsors 
have absolutely nothing to indicate there was".

(Here Attorney Haddad repeated those pieces of equipment, which Mr. Binder

At about 8:45 P.M., Mr. Howes asked all present if anybody else could pro- 
duce further facts relating to this matter. 


Mr. Hadda# again reviewed certain facts as brought out at meeting of May 22, 
1961, such as the premises could not have been used for business since it was 
a wooded area and had to be surveyed first and cleared. It was Mr. Haddad's 
contention that "Mr. Binder did not occupy or use the land prior to the 
Zoning By-Laws". Mr. Haddad further stated, "we deny that he (Binder) ever

Mr. Howes to Mr. Binder: "Basically everything is quite true other than 
there was a mix-up in the number of trucks in 1961, which is due to 
trade in?" 


Mr. Howes: "Do you agree that house trailer------------ 

Mr. Binder: "In a sense, 'f explained in first meeting and that was the rea- 
son for which we used that land, opened up the wall and cut the 
wood". 


Mr. Howes to Mr. Binder: "You agree that this thing is substantially true 
as far as the date you went in there was concerned, date title passed 
date started doing business and other equipement that is calssified 
aS personal property in 1961. You agree all facts set forth except 
two (2) pieces of equipment cancelled and turned in, so that this 
is list of uehicles in 1961. Anything else that you claim is wrong?" 
(If = were any answers,to these questions, Clerk did not hear 
them). 


Mr. Binder: "We had to have a place to keep our equipment—-reason we pur= 
chased land--we came to an agreement with Mr. Salmon in December, 
1954--". (Mr. Binder was interrupted here). 


Mr. Salmon: "It's a lie". 


Mr. Binder: "I think Al (Mr. Binder here addressed Mr. Howes) probably if 
you look back, it was about that time I got hold of you to pass 
papers", :
